NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 10th February, 2000 

G.S.R. 104(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (i) 
of Section 132 of the Major Ports Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Visakhapatnam 
Port Trust Employees (Educational Assistance) Amendment Regulations, 2000, made by the Board of Trustees for the 
Port of Visakhapatnam and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official 

Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

VISAKHAPATNAM PORT TRUST 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of 
Trustees of the Visakhapatnam Port Trust hereby makes the following Regulations amending the Visakhapatnam Port 
Trust Employees (Educational Assistance) Regulations, 1990 subject to the approval of Central Government as required 
under Section 124 of the aforesaid Act. 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(a) These Regulations may be called the Visakhapatnam Port Trust Employees (Educational Assis¬ 
tance) Amendment Regulations, 2000. 

(b) They shall come into force from the date of publication of the same in the Central Govt. Gazette. 

2. The Regulation 13 may be substituted with the following : 

“If an employee is transferred from a station where there is no school of the requisite standard to a 
station where there is such school and if he was in receipt of the allowance at the former station in 
respect of any child, he shall continue to remain eligible for such allowance as long as the child 
continues to study in the same school.” 

3. In Regulation 16 of the figure Rs. 50/- may be substituted with Rs. i 00/-. 

4. In clause (a) of Regulation 19, the figure Rs. 20/- may be substituted with Rs. 40/-. 

5. In clause (b) of Regulation 19, the figure Rs. 25/- may be substituted with Rs 50/-. 

6. In clause (d) of Regulation 19, the figure Rs 50/- may be substituted with Rs. 100/-. 

7. In Note below Regulation 19, the figure Rs. 5/- may be substituted with Rs. 10/-. 

8. The Regulation 21 may be substituted with the following :— 

“Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in these Regulations, reimbursement of tuition fee in case of 
physically handicapped/mentally retarded child of an employee shall be permitted even if the institution 
in which the child is studying is not recognised by the Central/State Government or Union Territory 
Administration, as the case may be.” 

9. In Sub-Regulation (1) of Regulation 22, the figure Rs 150/- may be substituted with Rs. 300/-.
